A major stumbling block 
in our efforts to reach out 
to help the woman alcoholic 
is the mistaken idea we have 
about what an alcoholic is, 
particularly a woman alco- 
holic. Recently I saw a mo- 
vie entitled, ‘‘The Secret Love 
of Sandra Blaine,’’ which 
brought this fact home to me. 

In the movie Sandra’s se- 
cret love is a bottle, but the 
opening scene is deceiving. 
The scene is a cocktail par- 
ty and the camera focuses 
on a concerned husband whois 
whispering to friends that he 
cannot find his wife. Almost 
immediately a door bursts 
open and in staggers an ob- 
viously drunk woman in her 
thirties. As her husband 
moves toward her, she knocks 
him out of the way and loudly 
demands another drink. While 
he tries to protest, she picks 
up a drink, lifts it to her 
lips, takes two faltering steps 
forward and falls flat on her 
face in front of the whole 
group.

My immediate reaction 
was, ‘‘Well, there's poor San- 
dra; she’s an alcholic.’’ She 
certainly fitted the usual idea 
one has of the female alco- 
holic. She was loud and 
boisterous: She was wearing 
a revealing dress and too 
much make up: 

But 1 was deceived, as 

we are many times deceived 
by the stereotype we asso- 
ciate with the alcoholic wo- 
man. After this scene, this 
woman is never shown again. 
The camera then focuses on 
an attractive, modestly 
dressed young mother who has 
only one at the party and 
leaves early to go home to 
see about her two young child- 
ren. After seeing that her 
children are safely tucked in 
bed, she proceeds to her kit- 
chen, opens the cabinet, pours 
herself a stiff drink, and re- 
laxes in the privacy of her 
home. This young mother 
is Sandra--she is the alco- 
holic. The movie follows her 
progressive deterioration 
through the loss of her hus- 
band and finally her child- 
ren. 

This opening scene pre- 
sents dramaticlly a major 
problem we face in our-ef- 
forts to reach women alco- 
holics. Because of the stereo- 
type we have of the woman 
who drinks too much, we fail 
many times to identify pro- 
blem drinking and alcoholism 
among those we love until the 
disease is in its final stages 
and the losses are great. 
We fail to identify the pro- 
blem because when we think 
of women alcoholics, we look 
for loud; brassy, flashy, bar 
drinking, ‘‘loose women’’. 

Suppose you have friend 
whom you feel, may ‘‘drink 
a little too much’’. ‘‘But 
my friend,’’ you will say,

“‘couldn’t be an alcoholic, 
she's a devoted mother.’’ And 
there are a number of ex- 
cuses. 

The problem is that she 
won't be ‘‘okay”’ if she is suf- 
fering from alcoholism, a 
progressive disease which 
never gets better, only 
worse, and which, if not ar- 
rested is fatal. 

An een worse problem 
than you: failure to identify 
your-friends’ alcoholism and 
try to help her is her in- 
ability to recognize her own 
problem and to seek help, 
while she still can. Be-- 
cause of cur stereotype of 
the female alcoholic, your 
friend will tell herself the 
same things you think. 


Also because of this 
stereotype, the woman alco- 
holic will very carefully and 
very systematically hide her 
drinking from everyone as 
long as possible. Even if 
she knows she is in trouble 
with alcohol, she can’t tell 
anyone because what people 
will think. And the endresult 
for her, just as it is for : 
Sandra Blaine in the movie, 
can well be that she loses 
everything near and dear to 
her, even her own life. 

Yet this loss is needless. 
Alcoholism is a treatable di- 
sease; it can be recognized 
and arrested in its early 
stages before it takes its toll 
both on the alcoholic and her 
family. 


The goal of the Women’s 1’

Measurements 

Height, weight and temper- 
ature are recorded at each vi- 
sit. Blood pressure is done 
on all children four years old 
and older. 


LABORATORY TESTS 

Routine urinalysis is done 
to check albumin and sugar. 
A blood test is done to check 
iron deficiency and sickle cell 
anemia, if applicable. 


PHYSICAL EXAMINATION 

A complete physical exam 
is performed by the physician. 
‘He may identify the special 
needs of a child for additional 
investigation and treatment. If 
needed, the child can be ref- 
erred, by the physician, to a 
special clinic in the area. 

All findings are discussed 
with the parents by the physi- 
cian and they are given the 
opportunity to ask questions 
with time for unhurried dis- 
cussions. 

More information may be 
obtained by calling the Coffee 
County Health Department at 
347-9574. 

At the present time, there 
is not a Child Health Clinic 
in the Elba Office of the Cof- 
fee County Health Department, 
but we are in the process to 
begin the first of the year for 
the citizens of Elba.

The Brantley Bulidogs mar- 
ched into the semi-finals of the 
Class A football playoffs last 
Friday night by blasting the 
previously unbeaten Repton 
Bulidogs-27-13 in Brantley.
